The forecast is based on the latest 
United States Government estimate 
of 1,794,346 tons of table grapes for 
3933. 
This compares with the 1932 
crop of 2,203,758 tons. 
Right now tho early varieties of 
grapes are ripe including the Thomp­ 
son Seedless, Red and White Malagas 
and Concords. Thte Thompson Seed­ 
less Is a small gTeen colored grape, 
seedless and delicious to eat out of 
hand. These adaptable little grapes 
will fit in any part of a meal.
